Members of Fort Erie Fire Department’s Station 3 received a volunteer firefighter recognition award during Monday night’s council meeting for a rescue that took place near 
Mather Arch on May 8. Fire Chief Larry Coplen said Station 3 responded to a report of person that had fallen in the water. The rescue took place several days after the removal of 
the ice boom so the water was still cold. Station 3, which was closest of Fort Erie’s fire stations, doesn’t normally do water rescue, Coplen said. Firefighters were able to reach the 
individual where fast water was moving under the bridge, without the use of cold water entry suits. Coplen said the man in the water “was in great danger” and “would have been 
swept away by the current” had the volunteer firefighters not responded.

The number of rental 
units has been decreasing 
because they’re being con¬ 
verted into condos, and few 
new rentals are being built.

LYME DISEASE: WHAT MAKES IT TICK? 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several 
weeks of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out 
their summer wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the 
summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, 
most residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread 
and ways of protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 
There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern 
is the blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized 
tick can be the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, 
if untreated, can result in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous 
system problems. The American brown dog tick is approximately half a 
centimeter and has not been shown to carry Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing 
pants and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the 


If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed 
immediately by grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight 
up. Do not try to burn the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area 
should be then be washed with soap and water. If you are unable to remove 
the entire tick, you should give your doctor a call and they can remove it for 
you. The tick can be brought to the health department for analysis to see if 
it was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on 
infected rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 
The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, 
however if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, 
headache or muscle and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. 
The symptoms typically develop within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease 
can often be cured with antibiotics if treatment is started early.
